Way. But it will be difficult henceforward to find himjbecaufe 
of his fmgllnefsjsnd the light of the Moon* 

Tis a thing worth obfervingjthatthis Comet keeps his courfe 
jilmoft like that of the jz^Comet of 1 66-5, and of another of 1 577 
(dbferv'd hy Tycho. For they 'have pafs'd tiirough almoft the 
f3meConftellations;though this bemore inclined Nord-ward, 
and cut the Ecliptique five oritx degrees mare forward than 
that of 1 66ji. So that if feems, that in tliis place df the Heavens 
there is^as 'twere, a ^diaque for Comets.

Further he informs us, How an Egg is by degrees changed in mere- 
how it is nourifhed and augraented therefrom time to time ; and in 
what order each part is perfected &c.

After he hath fpent the greateft parrofhis difcourfe inurgingthc 
arguments for the fole Mechanical Contrivance of the Stradurc and 
Operations of Beafts :, and interfperfed the difcuffion of the Opinion 
tf the other extremt^vjhich iAknht% Reajon to them ; He declares at laft 
his fenfe of this whole matter, and endeavours to prove.
